ferderate 
memorial 
at 
Stone 


Mountain, Ga. 


Presidents are politicians, but 


they like to stand above politics. 
So when they want to test the 
political 
winds or boost their 


party's candidates in mid-term 
elections, they take to the road 
on "non political" speaking trips. 
With the 1970 midterm cam- 
paigning already under way, this 
is 
undoubtedly 
an 
important 


factor in Nixon's planned ap- 
pej'anees at the National Gov- 
ernors Conference and the dedi- 
cation of the huge Confederate 
memorial near Atlanta. 


He will make the trip just 


after a series of primaries that 
are being closely watched for 
trends in the November elections, 
and for 1972 when the White 
House will be at stake. This fall's 
elections are the first national 
referendum on the issues since 
President Nixon was elected with 
less than half the vote in 19G8. 
The Republicans are expressing 
high hopes for capturing control 
of- Congress from 
the divided 


Democrats. 


A c t i v e participation by a 


President in a midterm campaign 
is no novelty today, but until the 
time of President Andrew John- 
son a century ago, chief execu- 
tives refrained from nearly all 
p o 1 i t i c a 1 appearances. From 
George 
Washington 
onward, 


Presidents travelled around the 
country making only patriotic 
an(l non-partisan speeches. The 
philosophy was that a President 


of all the people should refrain 
from overt partisanship. 


This changed with the election 


of such strong leaders as the two 
Roosevelts and Wood row Wilson. 
Wilson's activities not only ex- 
Iended to general elections but to 
the 
Democratic 
primaries. 
In 


1018, 
he 
undertook 
to 
purge 


several 
Southern 
congressmen, 


and was successful. 


Franklin D. Roosevel informal- 


ly opened the midterm Congres- 
sional campaign of 1934 with a 
train trip through the west that 
was described as "triumphal." 
Roosevelt's optimism was borne 
out by the election results in 
November when the Democrats 
performed 
the 
rare 
feat 
of 


enlarging their majorities in both 
the Senate 
and 
House 
in 
a 


midterm election. 


Four years later, F.D.R. set 


out in the Democratic primaries 
to purge senators and repre- 
sentatives regarded as unfriendly 
to the New Deal, with dismal 
results for party unity. Harry 
Truman had his troubles with 
Congress but avoided interfering 
in primaries. He did launch a 15- 
state campaign tour in midterm 
1950. 
President Kennedy in the 


late summer of 19G2 scheduled a 
"nonuolitical" speaWng tour of 
the Far West that was clearly 
intended to aid Democratic con- 
gressmen. 


Presidents have 
not 
always 


been ready to put their prestige 
on the line in midterm elections if 
they sense the vote is likely to go 
against their party. In 1966, 
President Johnson abruptly call- 
ed off a 10-state tour to aid 
Democratic 
candidates 
w h e n 


forecasters correctly predicted a 
Republican renaissance. He later 
claimed that he never had any 
intention of campaigning.

Monday — some 14 months after 
the original argument. 


Maxwell 
contends that

kansas are given no instructions

sentence or life imprisonment in 
capital cases. 


Ordinarily, the Maxwell case

raping a white woman — would 
have been decided by the Su- 
preme Court months ago. But the

controversial nature of the ap- 
peal and the possibility of a 4-4 
split in the final opinion. Black- 
mun, the prospective ninth 
mem- 


ber of the Court, no doubt would 
disqualify himself from the case 
even if he were promptly con- 
firmed by the Senate because of 
his prior decision as a judge of 
the U.S. Court of Appeals. 


Maxwell is one of 502 men and 


two women in death-row cells 
around the country this spring. 
Some have been there for as long 
as- 10 years. None is likely to 
be.', executed until the Supreme 
Court hands down an opinion in 
the! Maxwell case and in related 
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cases 
challenging 
t h e 
death 


penalty. The last man executed in 
the U.S. was Luis Jose Monge, 
who died in Colorado's gas cham- 
ber June 22, 1967. 


Most of the 67 capital cases on 


the Supreme Court's docket of 
petitions contend that the death 
penaly v i o l a t e s the Eighth 
Amendment ban on cruel and 
unusual punishment. This asser- 
tion is supported not only by civil 
libertarians but also by a number 
of penologists. 


Clinton T. D u f f y , 
former 


warden of California's San Quen- 
tin Prison, told a Senate Ju- 
diciary subcommittee two years 
ago that, "The death penalty is 
wrong on the simple understand- 
able statement that "it is wrong 
to kill'." Duffy says any method 
of execution is inhumane: pain- 
ful, disfiguring and "a horrible 
sight." 


On the other hand, there's a 


question whether life imprison- 
ment is any more humane, any 
less horrible. Most current re- 
ports 
indicate prisons in this 


country are archaic relics of a 
brutal past, repressive dungeons 
that not only fail to rehabilitate 
inmates 
but 
subject them 
to 


physical abuse and mental an- 
guish plunging them deeper into 
despair and animalism. 


It's pious to say "Thou shall 


not kill." But it sounds less moral 
when society's only alternative is 
a 
life sentence to dehumani/a- 


lion. 
Death 
might 
be 
more 


merciful, in fact if not in theory. 


There remains the practical 


question of w h e t h e r capital 
punishment serves its presumed 
purpose 
o f 
deterring 
capital 


crimes. 
The 
journal 
of 
the 


American Judicature S o c i e t y 
stated more than a year ago that, 
"Centuries of history leave any 
deterrence at all a matter of 
doubt, and psychology confirms 
that persons contemplating com- 
mission of crime are either not 
thinking of punishment or are 
confident that it will not happen 
to them." 


Such arguments do nothing to 


disnel the "nyc-for-eyp" emotion- 
alism 
surrounding 
the 
eanital 


mmishmcnt issue. If Maxwell's 
sentence wore to be commuted to 
life imprisonment, there probably 
would be little outcry outside of 
Arkiuwns. ft could he a different 
storv if Sirhan litsharo Sirhfin 
wore lo escane the California gas 
chamber or Richard Speck the 
Illinois electric chair.

It is far better lo understand 


the theory behind safety plays 
than it is to rely solely on 
memory 
or past 
experience. 


The safety play is basically a 
defensive mechanism set up by 
declarer to combat a potentially 
unfavorable distribution of (he 
defenders' c a r d s . Declarer 
simply tries to find a way of 
overcoming such distribution if 
it exists. 


Let's say West leads a heart 


on which East plays the king. 
Declarer 
wins 
with 
the 
ace 


because it would be foolish to 
run the. risk that East might 
shift to a spade. The key play 
comes at trick two. 


If South makes the mistake of 


leading the king of clubs at this 
point, 
in 
the 
expectation 
of 


running five club tricks, he goes 
down. It turns out that East has 
a club stopper and South can do 
no better than cash eight tricks. 


What declarer should do at 


trick two -- even though the 
hand appears to be a cinch to 
make — is give serious con- 
sideration to the possibility of 
defeat. In effect, he must say to 
himself. 
"What 
can 
defeat 


me?" II is this strongly rec- 
ommended habit of slopping to 
ask himself this question that 
will often lead declarer to the 
search for a safety play. 


No sooner docs South do that 


in 
the present case than it 


becomes obvious that only a 4-0 
club division can defeat him. 
Tho next step is to look for a 
way of combating the potential 
4-0 break. 


Declarer notes that he cannot 


cope with four clubs if West has 
them, but that he can deal 
successfully with the matter if 
East has them. 


Accordingly, he leads a low 


club to the ace at trick two and

BUILDING ORDINANCE 


TOWNSHIP OF LINCOLN, BERRIEN COUNTY, MICHIGAN 


An ordinance lo prevent Ihc erection of nuisances, to 


preserve the public health, to prevent llic erection of un 
safe buildings, promote the safely, good government and gen- 
eral welfare of the inhabitants by regulating all matters con- 
cerning or pertaining to the movement, construction, altera- 
tion, repair or additions lo all dwellings, garages anti other 
buildings in the Township of Lincoln; and creating the office 
of Building Inspector and penalties for the violaton thereof 


ARTICLE I 


SECTION I. 


A. This ordinance shall be known as the Building Ordinance of 


the Township of Lincoln and may he referred to as the "Building 
Code." 


B. New buildings or structures hereafter erected or altered or 


repaired in the Township of Lincoln shall conform to all require- 
ments as herein set forth, and all of said requirements shall ap- 
ply to buildings moved into the Township, and every alteration 
or repair or relocation of an existing building in the Township of 
Lincoln shall conform to the requirements of this ordinance 
SECTION 2. APPLICATION 


This code applies lo single-family, duplex, multiple dwelling, 


commercial and industrial construction in the Township o( Lin- 
coln, County of Rcrricn, State of Michigan. 
SECTION 2. BUILDING INSPECTOR 


A building inspector or inspectors shall be appointed by the 


Township Board and the compensation of such building inspector 
or inspectors shall be fixed by the Township Board. If said Town- 
ship Board deems necessary, it shall have the authority lo auth- 
orize said building inspector lo issue building permits under the 
supervision of the Township Clerk. 
SECTION •!. BUILDING PERMIT 


In order (o assure compatibility, as well as llic health, safety 


and welfare of the residents of Lincoln Township, the building 
inspector shall, before issuance of a building permit for new 
construction or major alteration or addition to an existing slruc 
ti'i-c, in all districts in Fjnroln Township, with the exception of 
single family and duplex dwellings, (arm buildings and accessory 


buildings within the residential dstrct, refer same to the planning 
commission for review and consideration. 


No construction or alteration herein defined as requiring a build- 


ing permit may be effected without a building permit, All appli- 
caions for building permits shall be accompanied by a drawing 
to scale, either blueprint, ink, or other indelible drawing show- 
ing the actual dimension of the lot to be built upon, the kind and 
size of the building to be erected; the name of the subdivision 
and the lot and block numbers, or other legal description Of said 
property, and such other information as may be necessary to 
provide for the enforcement of this code. Any and all drawings 
shall be drawn to scale. 


A careful record of such application and plans shall be kept 


by the Township Clerk or by his authority. For each building 
permit issued by the Township Clerk or by his authority, the fol- 
lowing fee shall be collected and placed in a separate fund, to 
be known as "The Building Ordinance Fund," to wit:

Buildings commenced must be completed or closed in within 


one year from the date of the issuance of the permit. 


A building permit shall be required for the moving of any build- 


ing from its present location to any other lot or location, ex- 
cepting a building being used strictly for on-farm agricultural 
purposes. 


A building permit shall be required for the demolition of any 


building. 


Where work for which a building permit is required by this code 


is started or proceeded with prior to the issuance of said per- 
mit, THE FEES ABOVE SPECIFIED SHALL BE DOUBLED. 
The payment of said double fee shall not relieve any persons 
from fully complying with the requirements of this code in the 
execution of the work, nor from any other penalties prescribed 
lerein. 
SECTION 5. BOARD OF APPEALS 


In order that the provisions of this code may be reasonably ap- 


plied and substantial justice done in instances where practical 
difficulties are apparent or unnecessary hardship would result in 
carrying out the strict letter of this code, a Board of Appeals 
shall be appointed by the Township Board, whose duty it shal' 
be to consider appeals from the official charged with the en- 
forcement of this code. Said Board of Appeals shall be the Town- 
ship Board of Appeals, appointed under act 184 of the public acts 
of 1943, the Township Rural Zoning Enabling Act. 


A filing fee of twenty dollars ($20.00) shall be paid to the 


Township of Lincoln upon filing by a person, partnership or cor- 
poration of an appeal to the Township Board of Appeals. 
SECTION 6. ENFORCEMENT 


It shall be the duty of the building inspector or inspectors to do 


and perform all things necessary to enforce and carry out the 
provisions of this code. 
SECTION 7. PENALTIES 


Any person who shall violate any provisions of this code shal 


be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereo 
punished by a fine not to exceed five hundred dollars ($500.001 
and the costs of prosecution or in default of the payment thereo! 
by imprisonment in the county jail of not lo exceed ninety days 
(90) or by both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion o: 
the court. Each day that a violation is permitted to exist shal 
constitute a separate offense. The imposition of any sentenct 
shall not exempt the offender from compliance with the resuire- 
ments of this code. 


ARTICLE II

A structure having a roof supported by columns o 
vails for the shelter, support or enclosure of persons, animal: 
)r chattels; when separated by division walls from the groum 
ip and without openings, each portion of such building shall bi 
deemed a separate building. 
BUILDING INSPECTOR. The person charged with the adminis 
ration and enforcement of this code. 
DWELLING. A building designed or occupied as living quarter 
and equipped with cooking, bathing, heating and toilet facilitie.1 
GRADE FINISHED. The line formed at the junction of a buildini 
and the area immediately surrounding the building to whoch th 
'round is to be or has been cut or filled. 
IABITABLE ROOM. A room occupied by or designed for occu 
pancy by one or more persons for living, sleeping, eating o 
cooking, including kitchens serving a dwelling unit but not in 
eluding bathrooms, water closet compartments, launderies, serv 
ng and storage pantries, corridors, cellars, attics, basement rec 
reation rooms, and spaces that are not used frequently or durin 
extended periods. 
LIVING AREA. The maximum horizontal area of the building a 
'inished grade, exclusive of roofed or unroofed porches, terraces 
steps, area-ways, garages and carports. 
IjOT. A portion or parcel of land considered as a unit devoted t 
a certain use or occupied by a building or a group of building 
bat are united by a common interest or use, and the customar 
accessories and open spaces belonging to same. 
MASONRY. Stone, brick, structural, clay tile, concrete units 
jypsum tile or block, structural glass block or other simila 
building units or materials or a combination of same bonded to 
ether with mortar. Masonry also includes poured concrete. 
OCCUPANCY. The purpose for what a building is, used or in 


tended to be used — not intended to include change of tenant 
or proprietors.

ARTICLE III. 


GENERAL CONSTRUCTION REQUIREMENTS

C. PILASTER: Pilaster shall be bonded into a hollow masonry 
all and 6" poured concrete walls under all girders framing into 
ic wall. In addition, pilasters shall be bonded into all straight 
ollow masonry walls at least every 40'. Such pilasters shall be 
t least 4" x 12" if of hollow masonry and 2" by 12" if of poured 
onerete.
